PUN IS TO GIVE THEM ADDL 
TIONA1 TRAINING IMMEDIATELY 


Washing-ton, 
D. C.. 
Aug. 16. — 


From the 27,000 officers taken from 
the training camps just closed a con- 
siderable number are being selected 
to begin immediately intensive train- 
ing in France under the Direction of 
Major General Pershing. The plan is 
for an officers' 
training 
camp 
in 


France, where the men can be given 
intensive training similar to that of 
the soldiers now 
already 
on 
the 


ground. Some of the new officers may 
be sent to British and French schools. 


Some of the youngr officers will also 


be attached to the regular regiments 
now in France. When they have re- 
ceived sufficient training they may re- 
place American officers now in charge 
of the American units, and their ex- 
perience would be of value in the in- 
struction of the American 
army 
at 


home. 


A review of the work of the first 


series of training campe, which closed 
officially yesterday, was issued today 
by Adjutant General McCain, showing 
all the new officers already have been 
assigned to duty and have been order- 
ed to report for active service not lat- 
er than Aug. 25.

Calls the Present the Supreme 
Hour for Decision for Courage 


in Which to Kill Germanism 


London, England, Aug. 16.—A mes- 


sage of hope and quiet confidence in 
the future was given to the British 
nation today in the house of commons 
by Premier Lloyd-Georg*. "The peo- 
ple of the British Isles cannot be starv- 
ed, despite the 
German submarine 


campaign, and the military situation 
grows more hopeful, the difficulties of 
the allies grow less and their powers 
increase, while the troubles 
of 
the 


Germans increase and their power de- 
creases. 


"This is the supreme hour for deci- 


sion, for courage, for endurance, for 
hope, for unity. Let us go through 
this hour with a temper that will en- 
able us to destroy a great military des- 
potism. Let us go through this hour 
with the old temper of our race, so 
that next year we shall begin, and the 
world shall begin, to reap the fruits 
of our valor." 


German claims as to British ship- 


ping losses, the Premier said, were 
exaggerated in the hope of cheering 
up the people in the central powers. 
Although the submarine losses 
had 


been 560,000 tons, they had decreased 
until the average for July and August 
would be Ito.OOO each, net. 


Ship building had been speeded up.

sure that it has u cover which will fit 
down tijjhtly upon it.

nuiremonts are a piece of asbestos 
sheeiia;;—about 
one 
yard 
will 
be 


fiioujjh—ami n. soanslone. 


Wet this asbestos sheeting and cover 


tlie outside of tho pail und also of the 
cover with it and press it down tight- 
ly; then «>t it away to dry. 
If you 


cannot j,"ct the asbestos try several 
thicknesses of paper. AVhen quite dry 
cover the bottom of the wooden tub 
wiih'sawdust, set the tin pail in the 
center and pack about witli sawdust 
almost up to the top. Cut a larsc 
piece of thick cardboard ro fit the 
woodon tub, removing a circle from 
the center to admit of its being pushed 
down over the tin pail just below its 
cover. 


Suppose you want to have lamb or 


beef stew for supper. 
Prepare it ae' 


though for ordinary cooking and let it 
boil a short time over the fire. In the. 
meantime heat the soapstone until it 
sizzles when water is sprinkled on it. 
I'nt the soapstone in the tin pail and 
have tho stew or whatever the food 
is you are cooking: in another pail with 
a tight cover and set that into the large 
pail also on top of the soapstone. 
Be 


sure that it is boiling hard when yon 
put it in. Then put the covers on both 
the large pail and the wooden tub aud 
overlay the whole thing with a thick 
pillow, cut to fit tho top. Do not open 
any part of it until the food has had 
time to cook. This will be found to be 
a very inexpensive contrivance and a 
valuable addition to the conveniences 
of camp life. 
It is possible, too, to 


make larger ones after somewhat the 
same plan- aud with little trouble and 
expense.

Retting on th« Government Is to Re- 
turn Young Men to Their Home* Un- 
sullied—W* Ar» Proud of the Morel 
Standard of.Our Men. 


The following signed article by the 


secretary c? tlie navy is furnished by 
tlie publicity bureau of the Y. M. C. A. 
war work couucll: 


By JOSEPHUS DANIELS, 


Secretary of the Navy. 


Of all the-'sacrifices that have been 


made, that are being made or that vrUl 
be made for our country In this war, 
there is no sacrifice so heroic, go un- 
selflsb, so terrible, as the sacrifice of 
the mother who sends her son, in his 
strong, clean young manhood, from the 
protecting influence of his hsme, with 
no one near to guide or advise him. save 
bis military superiors, 
No man can 


fully realize what this sacrifice means. 
Only a mother's heart can understand. 


Of all tbe responsibilities, in these 


hours of heavy responsibilities, tbat 
are laid upon the civilian heads.of tbe 
army and the navy, there is, after all, 
no responsibility more weighty, more 
solemn, more fraught with terrible re- 
sults if evaded, than^this responsibil- 
ity of acting In a mother's place toward 
these splendid youths on whom the na- 
tion rests its hope of existence. 


The young sailor or soldier of today 


•will form no small part of the nation's 
very llfeblood in the times of peace 
following. To consider now their moral 
as well as their physical well being is 
not the narrow view; It is the broad 
riew, the big, farglghted view o£ 
things. I have no patience with those 
who sneer at any attempt to keep our 
young men as sound in mind as they 
are in body, to send them back as wor- 
thy to become the lenders of the nation 
in times of peacp as if they had not 
had the horrible experience of war, bo> 
cause there'is no view so utterly one 
sided, so utterly unmilltary In the big- 
gest sense of the word, so ostrich-like, 
so entirely opportunistic, petty and 
contemptible, as the attitude which 
considers these boys as so much "can- 
non fodder," to be drilled with gnu and 
bayonet, to be taught to obey military 
commands and then through neglect 
of their moral well being to be thrown 
back upon their country after the-•war 
debased in morals, broken In health, 
like so many squeezed oranges, a poi- 
son in our body politic, instead of n 
strong, invigorating new life. That . 
the policy -which those who are arguing 
that we should Ignore matters of m 
rality would have us seriously conside 


What "Military" Meant. 


Those who prate that interest In this 


matter is "unmilitary" show a sad ig- 
"norance of what "military" means. 
There Is nothing so important from a 
military standpoint as tbe morale of 
the men, and morale and morals in the 
long run are synonymous. Nature In- 
variably punishes the offender against 
her laws by disease. A sailor or a sol-' 
flier to be efficient must be healthy; to 
be healthy he must be clean living. A 
man in the military service stricken by 
any of tlie diseases that follow excess 
or unclean living is as dead for mili- 
tary purposes as if ha was stricken by 
the enemy's fire. 


Napoleon has said that "an army 


travels on its belly;" it is equally true 
that it fights with its) soul. No army 
of degenerates could win in the gruel- 
ing test of endurance of modern war- 
fare against au ormy of clean, fresh 
young manhood, with all their vigor 
of mind and body unimpaired. Such Is 
my belief, and such, I know, Is the be- 
lief of the secretary of war, 
' 


So much for the theory. What have 


we done In tho navy and army to put 
this theory into practice? 


. Newport ae en Example. 


Perhaps the practical example of 


Newport is the best answer—not thut 
Newport was in any wuy a modern 
Sodom, not that it was a crying scau- 
dal of the nation, but ratbfjr because it 
represented in its viewpoint and it^ 
morals the careless indifference of sn 
many of our cities toward those Tvlm 
are strangers within their gates as to 
what they did to occupy their time. So 
far, indeed, as the openness of rice is 
concerned 
Newport 
wa» somewhat 


complacent. Into this careless, thought- 
less summer resort 
were suddenly 


placed some thousands of young men, 
fresh from their homes, free from all 
restraints they bad known. 


When I first took up this matter 


with the state authorities it was re- 
ferred to the Newport officials for n 
report. The reply was one of mild 
wonder at my questions and a frant 
and ingenuous admission that it was 
true that there were gambling resorts 
and houses of 111 fame, pasily acces- 
sible to any youth with money In hin 
pocket, but that on the whole cojidi- 
tions were very satisfactory. 


There are today many small towns 


and cities far more dangerous to the 
morals of the youths who live therein 
than is Newport. And as "at Newport, 
so will it be everywhere our enlisted 
youths are stationed if it lies In the 
power of this great government of 
ours to moke it so. 


What I nni doing In respect to the 


navy the secretary of war is doing 
»-ith equal vigor as regards the army.

Ship," He Said—Personal 


Belongings Saved. 


Because of the higfc mortality among 


German 
submarine 
commanders the 


German admiralty has been compelled 
to impress former captains of German 
merchantmen Into the TJ boat service. 
British ekippers along the Brooklyn 
water front who have been "torpedoed 
out" of vessels within the last few 
•weeks report that they are meeting 
former acquaintances with Increasing 
frequency in command of submarines. 


One such meeting led to the first re- 


corded case during the "ruthless" block- 
ade of genuine solicitude on the part of 
the TJ boat commander for the welfare 
of his victim. For obvious reasons th« 
name of the ship and the British skip- 
per concerned cannot be mentioned, but 
it can be said that both the ship and its 
master were well known in the Atlantic 
trade and along the Brooklyn water 
front. 


Tlie TJ boat had, as usual, signaled 


the British crew to abandon ship and 
row to the side of the submerine. Tho 
captain obeyed instructions under cover 
of the German gun. When he ciamber- 
ed on the submarine's deck and handed 
his papers up to the commanding offi- 
cer their eyes met. 


There was a flash of recognition, and 


both men stood in open mouthed as- 
tonishment. 
They were old acquaint- 


ances and had had many a friendly 
glass tORether in Brooklyn, Liverpool 
and Hamburg before the war. The 
German wns tbe first to recover him- 
self. 


"Why. hello, 
-," he said in Eng- 


lish and reached out his hnnd. "I'm 
sorry to see you here." The British 
skipper stiid he was sorry to be there 
and Inquired after the health of the 
German officer's family. 
Both for a 


uioaient forgot that they were enemies. 


"I'm sorry, ——, but I've got to sink 


jour ship," the German said finally. 
"Itut I'll tell you what I'll do. It's 
ugnlnst all regulations, but you go back 
nnd get your personal belongings and 
those of your lufi; and ntuud by while 
1 alnlt tbe ship, und I'll give you a tow 
part wny to shore "

word. IIo ga^p thp Britishers time to 
get bnrk on board their vessel and 
sling tbeir lugeagelnto the boots. Then 
they row ed to one side nnd waited. A 
few shots from the. T7 boat's deck gun 
sent thp \ essel down 


TboTT bout crow paid out a long tow- 


line, to which tho llfrbonts were Insh- 
rd one behind the other and towpil un- 
til w i t h i n rowing distance of the Irish 
coast. There tho lino ttas cast off, and 
the submarine submerged.

Oneouta is called on just as certainly to produce the thing?, the 
people need. If it is a patriotic duty to subscribe to the Red Cross, 
it is patriotic to help make a pair of overalls and thereby rclcabe 
some one to do something else. Every pair or' gloves and everv 
shirt made here helps to rcc'ucc the high eoht of living, lessens the 
general famine which faces the country, aids Oneonta in doing her 
duty to the world, and helps maintain her o\\u pros,peritv. ^Edi- 
torial Xote—"While this may seem extreme, famine has actually 
come to many countries within a year after being drawn into the 
general war
